When the 1951 Agreement was niigotlatec;, ;2alcu3 al lor.a were in torms 

of dollars^ subacqfxently the dollar values vsre changed to ruble.ji at the 
rate of foiir rabies to the dollar The first Btij-garian orders placed 
under this agreement were expressed in dollar values, but after a few 
laoiiths the Bulgarian import agencies began to order commodities in ruble 
values. The 1952 Agreement will be expressed only in ruble values® It 
lo my opinion that this change vraa effected solely for political reasons* 
Balances remaining at the end of the year were not cleared but wore 
carried forward to the succeeding year*
